1. The S>»pex'taent of the Arey is concerned by the seriotta itmdequftc;^ 
of available infor»tlcn on international CownBiaiB and by certain weak- 
neases in the Intelll^ace oo«amnlty*e handling of thla subject. Tao 
major eeakneeeea are considered tb be (a) the lack of an adeqnate program 
for the production of basic intelligence on international Conamnlea and 

(b) Ineufflclent coordlnatltm of the total collection and prodtwUon effort 
of Exited States Intelligence agcaoiee In thle field. An enaa^le of such 
def iclmiey and a dlscuaslon of tee maaauree neoeaeary to the Itsq^vemant 
of the handling of intelligence on international CoanuialeBt are attached 
ae IncXoeure 1. 

2. Befereaee la made to IAC-B-82/6 of 5 October 19^, Benort to 
the lAC on Implementation of Survey of IIBIA’b Intelligence Beede and 
Aaee^ That doouHsent (page 3) states that "the qusotlon of the location 
of xasponsibillty for expanded inroductlwa on international CommuniRE is 
currently under discuealon betseen CIA and the ISeparteient of State".

b. the lAC reviee the overall prqgran for the collection and 
inroduotion of intelligence on inteimtlooal Ctmaomisa in <arder to 
strengthen the total effort in thla field; and 

c. in ttio course of the reoctOEBended revise the lAC ocaelders 

(1) the aeslgoaent to a single agency of reaptmsiblllty 
for maintaining and colUtlng for the entire intelligence ootnaunity the 
basic data In the field of intermti<aisl Corammism. 


(2) the activation of an lAC sub-committee to help coordinate 
the effort of the agencies In collecting and producli^ intelligence on 
international Communism.

1. In lllufltwtion of oxlating inafloquaciee In the lAC e^nciee* 
Intelligence on Intemetional Ct»«unlsm, tbe Department of the Army 

la handicapped by too little iiifcsnaatlcm m the covert aapeota of Cm- 
Bamiet auhveraive activltiee, with particular reference to Coianualat 
oapabilltiee for eabotaae and armed action that will interfere with ^e 
operationa of oiar amed forcee overeaae or those of our allies. An 
improved program of basic InteXUaenoe production la an esaentlal atop 
toward overcoming aome of this defloienoy. Of mqml lBq>ortatKJe# however, 
la an increased oolleotion effort, based on oloeer and mere extensive 
cooperation between the collecting and producing offices. 

2. Virtually all agencies need basic data on Intenmtlemal 
uemsBuniem that will enable them, for oxasqsls, to assess local Communist 
activity cr Influanoe as a maasura of reglonel or mtlonal Comraunlst 

Detailed Inforaation of thia nature may be exploited in 
different ways to meet different agencies* specific requirements, e.g.. 
a careful tabula time of local political and shop steward elections in 
^ ^ accurately not only the trend of Cumminist 

political strength in that country but the CcmsEunlet potential for armed 
action ae well. ]Io agency, however, now has the resources to perform this 
oloae analysis <m a continuing basla. Supplementing the published BIS, 
^erefore, the office recommended in paragraph Jc(l) of the basic memoran- 
da would be reepooalble for maintaining files and preparing basic Intel- 
xlpinoe reports on spec if Ic aspects of Goammiat overt political or covert 
stabversive activity , both as paxrb of a plamied, coordinated program and 
in response to an urgent reqi»st m® any jac agency. 

3. An lAC directive of 26 M y 19^9 established the .TIG8AV com- 
mittee as a permanent inter-departmental cOTKiittee "to plan and ooorfii- 

intelligence in the field of international Cosaamlsa. 
aa it afiects the naticxaal seouri^^. in the year that lb met regularly, 
the ooBSBitteo did useful groundworlc. Coordinated plamiing for the 
pr^uotlon of Intelligence on international Communism Is a continuing 
n#^. It is also obvious, however, that the covert nature of Cccaaunlst 
subversive aotlvlty requires greater coordination of Intelligenoe produc- 
tion and clAndestine opera^ons in this field to Isprove (l) support to 
the claims tins colleotlcwj effort and (2) accuracy of the intelligence 
produced, including national estimates. Ih# coBqiosition of the inter- 
i^ncy coMlttee recommended in paragraph 3c (2) of the basic mamoranduss 
should reflect these needs. 
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
